Powell sought to prove 
that the defendants, finally all“ 
milk distributing compantes, in 
1921 conspired to limit the sup- 
ply of milk so as to maintain a 
level of prices. The charges were 
conspiracy in this regard and that 
the companies formed ‘a monopoly. 

The prosecution failed to prove 
this, in the opinion of Judge 
Reeve. That maintenance of milk 
prices by a trade or industry does 
not in itself constitute evidence of 
conspiracy according to a recent 
Supreme Court decision, the judge 
later announced, and he con- 
sidered the evidence insufficient in 
other regards to prove the case. 

So he advised the jury to find 
the defendants not guilty. This 
was on motion of the defense, op- 
posed by the prosecution. After 
the judge's instructiong to the jury 
Mr. Powell rose and said, “We 
want the jury to understand that 
the District Attorney's office has 
not abandoned the case, merely 
because there is no argument to 
the jury.”
